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Collective bargaining bill 


could exclude

State Sen. Frank Lewis of Bellevue will pro- 
pose an amendment this week deleting reference 
to the University of Nebraska froma bill requiring 
employees at all three NU campuses to organize 
for formation of a collective bargaining unit in 
labor negotiations. 

The collective bargaining bill, LB 108, would 
require faculty and non-faculty employees to 
form “systemwide” units, although the two 
groups would not be included in the same unit. It 
also excludes department chairpersons, program 
heads or program directors from participating in 
the bargaining group with other faculty. 


The bill, which includes UNO, UNL, the Med 
Center, and the NU Dental and Law Colleges, 
also applies to technical community and state 
colleges. 

Lewis said at a meeting Friday he planned to 
introduce the amendment while the bill remains 
in its second legislative stage. Lewis, Omaha 
Sens. Tom Fitzgerald and Bill Brennan, Lincoln 
Sens. David Landis and Donald Welsey, Herbert 
Shimek, lobbyist for the Nebraska State Educa- 
tion Association (NSEA), and Robert S. Haller, 
president of UNL’s chapter of the American Asso- 
ciation of University Professors (AAUP), at- 
tended. the meeting in Fitzgerald’s office at the 
Capitol. 

UNO had no faculty representative at the 
meeting. 

The proposed amendment would delete the 
University of Nebraska and non-faculty em- 
ployees from the legislation. The bill would still 
pertain to technical community colleges and 
state colleges’ faculty. It would also delete any 
mention of department and program heads, ac- 
cording to one of the meeting participants, who 
preferred to remain anonymous. 

Attached to the amendment is a statement 
which says no part of the legislation may be inter- 
preted as applying to the University of Nebraska 
system, the participant said. 


The representative said many state senators 
and NU faculty thought the bill would not pass 
committee with the reference to the university 
intact; they were convinced the Business and 
Labor Committee would delete reference to the 


NU campuses 


University or that it wouldn't gain enough votes. 
He speculated some senators might have voted 
against a proposal to amend the University out of 
the billin hopes the legislation would fail if the NU 
reference was left in. 

Landis said he will vote for the amendment, 
but against the bill. 

He said virtually everyone agreed to support 
the amendment. 

LB 108 would “assure no one will be repres- 
ented in a collective bargaining unit,’ according 
to Bernard Kolasa, president of UNO’s chapter of 
AAUP. 

“Obviously, we're in favor of the amend- 
ment,” Kolasa said, referring to the AAUP. “If the 
faculty of UNO chose,as an independent unit to 
bargain collectively, they should be able to,” he 
said. 
The amendment “is in line” with the AAUP 
philosophy that UNO, UNL and the Med Center 
are “dissimilar enough and the interests of the 
faculty are dissimilar enough to warrant inde- 
pendent collective bargaining units,’ Kolasa 
said. 

It would also uphold previous Court of Indus- 
trial relations decisions, which the AAUP sup- 
ports, permitting independent bargaining units 
by campuses and including department chairs 
with faculty in labor negotiations, said Kolasa. 

He said he believes the AFL-CIO would sup- 
port the amendment too, since it deletes non- 
professional personnel from the bill. The state 
labor organization has expressed opposition to 
LB 108, since the bill would make the AFL-CIO’s 
task of organizing employees more difficult, Ko- 
lasa said. 

John Langan, president of UNO's Faculty 
Senate, said although the organization has not 
taken a position on the bill, he believes the Senate 
would favor the amendment. Last year the Senate 
voted to support collective bargaining. LB 108 
would “thwart movement on our campus to do 
any collective bargaining,” Langan said. 

UNO Chancellor Del Weber was out of town 
and unavailable to comment on the university's 
position on the amendment. 

Chaires Hein, executive assistant to the 
Chancellor and director of University Relations, 
said he was “totally unaware” of the proposed 
amendment and thus was unable to comment. 


bed, blanket and pillow (travelers must 
have their own sheet or rent one from the 
hotel). 

Most hostels provide cooking areas; 
some have dining facilities. Commonly, re- 
creation areas bring together persons of 
various ages and cultures. 

Omaha has had a youth hostel since 
May, but according to its director Carol Pe- 
terson, the hostel hasn’t fared well: “I sat 
from May until August without one custom- 
er, and have had only six additional since 
then.” She said the hostel wasn’t listed in 
the 1978 catalogue, leading to the lack of 
patronage. 

Peterson, a grade school teacher, de- 
cided to start a lodging place after a trip to 
Europe in which she stayed at hostels. “| 
had a persistent idea that hostels were 
needed in the Midwest.” she said. “There is 
a void of them from Michigan to Colorado.” 

When Peterson returned from Europe, 
she joined other Nebraskans interested in 
promoting hostels in the state. She secured 
a vacant school building near 35th and 
State Streets from the Notre Dame Sisters 
in 1977. 

Hostels make travel financially possi- 
ble and provide lodging for non-campers, 
Peterson said. Groups and individuals alike 
receive welcome.

$10,000 pledged for speakers 


Valentino's, the Lincoln-based Italian food 
chain, has made a $10,000 challenge pledge to 
UNL students to reinstate their on-campus 
speakers program. A- challenge pledge hasnt 
been issued to UNO collegians. 


Funds for the speakers program were dis- 
continued at both campuses last year when the 
Board of Regents changed the University Pro- 
gram and Facilities Fee structure. Board mem- 
bers approved a voluntary funding plan for cam- 
pus speakers. 


Tony Messineo, president of Valentino's, 
said he believes exposure to prominent speakers 
will stimulate thinking and enhance the quality of 
education. He added he’s confident students will 
select speakers who honestly and fairly represent 
issues. 


The $10,000 gift could be used anytime dur- 
ing a five-year period, said Terry Fairfield of the 
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University Foundation. He called the Valentino 
pledge a “good source of encouragement” for 
students in Lincoln to donate money amd match 
the pledge. 

According to Fairfield, the Lincoln campus 
was chosen to receive the funding because stu- 
dent turnouts are expected to be much higher in 
Lincoln. Fairfield said he believes the “needs on 
the UNL campus differ from those at UNO and the 
program will benefit a greater number of students 
if implemented at UNL. ! 

Fairfield said he hopes persons who speak at 
the Lincoln campus will take time to visit UNO. He 
said he’s confident some type of arrangement 
can be made between the two student govern- 
ments. . 

The $10,000 pledge is a good tax break, Fair- 
field said, and a way for Tony and Ron Messineo 
to show their appreciaiton for student support of 
Valentino's.

Student job placements rise 


Davis said fewer students were placed during 
the first six months because “so many students 
lined up to see counselors that we were only able 
to spend 15 minutes with each individual, not 
enough time to work with them effectively.” 


The altered program brought about better 
staff training and longer interviews, with the aver- 
age interview time now 30 minutes, said Davis. 


Statistics show 850 jobs were listed with the 
service from January through June compared to 
1,075 from July through December, an increase 
of 28 percent. 


Statistics show 260 individual contacts were 
made from January through June, compared to 
1,860 from July through December, ‘78. 


Davis said three additional staff members 
have resulted in a higher success rate for the pro- 
gram.

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Single parents can gain support

Being a single parent isn't 
easy. 

Besides the pressures all par- 
ents encounter, single parents 
face unique problems — one of 
the prominent being loneliness. 

Single parents must deal with 
practical dilemmas such as 
finding a babysitter and such 
specialized problems as acting 
as both mother and father to 
their children. 


These situations and other 
problems prompted UNO phil- 
osophy professof Claude Fox to 
organize Single Parents. The 
group members “have the par- 
ticular interests of being both 
single parents and involved in 
higher education,” said Fox, 
who is also a consultant to the 
Center for Improvement of In- 
struction. 


Single Parents, according to 
Fox and co-organizer Patricia 
Will, is anyone at UNO not mar- 
ried who has children, whether 
widowed, divorced, or unwed. 


Input 
Although the group is still in 
the formative stages, only two 
meetings have been held thus 
far, Fox said there has been a 
good deal of input from par- 
ents. 


“We are considering all kinds 


of things; we won't exclude any 


ideas, Fox said. Some sugges- 
tions are ice skating trips for the 
families, reciprocal baby-sitting 
among members, and attending 
various Cultural events in the 
city, such as the “Bagels and 
Bach” programs. 


One aim of Fox and Will, a 
part-time teacher in the music 
department, is to differentiate 
their-club trom national organi- 
zations such as Parents Without 
Partners. 


SINGLE PARENTS... 


Common interests 

“Inevitably they (organiza- 
tions) turn into a generalized at- 
tempt to meet others,” said Fox. 
“But first you have to define 
what it is you want to share with 
one another.” He said Single 
Parents will try to focus on what 
members have in common: a 
link to an academic community, 
similar intellectual interests, 
and the problems that any par- 
ent without a spouse encoun- 
ters. 


A pleasant bonus, he con- 
cedes, would be finding a mate. 
“Of course it (membership) 
would increase your prospects, 
but there are no guarantees,” he 
said. 


Will also finds other organiza- 
tions unsatisfactory. One place 
many parents turn to is church. 
“But most churches don’t have 


Face unique problems raising children. 


any kind of structure for single 
parents at all,” she said, adding 
that often a single person faces 
many “judgmental attitudes” 
from others. 


“Many organizations. don’t 
know what to do with single par- 
ents,” she said. A problem also 
develops for a divorced or wi- 
dowed person when married 
friends can’t adjust to a single 
parent's situation, she said. 


According to Will, the experi- 
ences of aman can differ great- 
ly from those of a woman if both 
find 
alone. 

“A man has access,” she said. 
“He works for a corporation, 
among other women, some- 
times his friends set him up with 
a date. Often men date a women 
ten or fifteen years younger 
than they are.”

More women than men have 
expressed interest in the group, 
which Fox and Will said is due to 
several factors. “Men don’t 
often have custody of the chil- 
dren, so the problems of raising 
them aren't always present,” 
said Fox. He, however, has cus- 
tody of his children from a mar- 
riage that ended seven years 
ago. 

Will said she believes men are 
not as likely to come forth with 
their problems and seek aclub 
like Single Parents. 


A cross-section of people on 
Campus has been represented 
at the first two meetings, and 
Fox said most of those partici- 
pating have been divorced. He 
Said the group will try having 
meetings at regular times in the 
evening or on weekends. 


A plus for members of the 
group is the invitation by the 
Center for the Improvement of 
Instruction to make use of the 
counseling facilities at no cost 
to the single parent, Fox said. 


The organization’s next meet- 
ing, Friday at 7:30 p.m. in Stu- 
dent Center Room 307, will fea- 
ture a talk by Fox on the 
“Dialetics of Love and Hate.” 
Further outlining of the club’s 
future activities is also planned.

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Six weeks into the spring semes- 
ter, SG-UNO has finally decided on 
a candidate to become Chief Ad- 
ministrative Officer (CAO) to head 
its new city-manager form of stu- 
dent government. 


In picking Carol Treller (an old 
hand at student government and 
UNO affairs) as CAO, a long and 
unnecessarily drawn-out selection 
process has ended. 


First, problems arose concern- 
ing the required advertisement for 
the position. Ads for the position 
were forgotten and others missed 
deadlines. 


When the necessary advertise- 
ments were finally placed, Speaker 
Katie Rinn further delayed the pro- 


cess citing a need for more appli- 
cants. Only three candidates had 
applied. By postponing the dead- 
line for one week, seven additional 
candidates did apply. 

But when Speaker Rinn’s rec- 
ommendations finally reached the 
Senate (at its Feb. 15 meeting), the 
necessary votes for approval of 
either one of the top two candi- 


dates were not there. 


The Senate’s Executive Com- 
mittee finally bailed out the larger 
body by approving the appoint- 
ment Thursday. 

It seems like all this delay could 
have been spared with more or- 
ganization on the part of SG-UNO.

And so. theory and practice 
become mutually supportive as 
UNO and BLAC hosted the First 
Annual Black High School 
Youth Conference last Friday. It 
was all there — the continuing 
courage and increasing 
strength through collective 
work — a@ ceaseless symphony 
of.changing sights and sounds. 

After registration, -the stu- 
dents went into the Eppley Aud- 
itorium where they were wel- 
comed by Dr. Ronald Beer and 
given a brief synopsis of the of- 
fice of Educational and Stu- 
dents Services. BLAC president 
Kevin Phillips then gave a 
socio-historic account of 
BLAC’'s past and future activi- 
ties. 

Jim Ramirez gave a brief ex- 
planation of this year’s CETA 
College Exploration Program 
after which the students were 
ushered off to their respective 
workshops. 

All students attended three 
45-minute. workshops: “Study 
Skills,” under the supervision of 
Mrs. Mary Mudd; “Financial Aid 
and Goodrich,” directed by 
Betty Jo Hawkins and Eric 
Whitner, respectively; and “Ca- 
reer Development,’ under the 
tutelage of. Yvonne Method- 
Walker. 

-At a banquet lunch in the stu- 
dent center, four BLAC speak- 
ers delivered orations that were 
inspirational, entertaining and 
very serious. 

Lawrence D. Williams, the 
coordinator of Black Heritage 
Month activities, talked briefly 
on the topic. of unity; he astutely 
stressed the fact that no people 
who were fragmented ever sur- 
vived for very long, whichis why 


“divide et impera” type strate-_ 


gies have worked. 

While this may sound very 
general, it is also a fundamental 
fact of no meagre importance 
that fragmentation of the black 
community also erodes and un- 
dermines black political possi- 


' bilities if not checked and chal- 


lenged by an aware, active and 


audacious people. 

John Carroll, poetically and 
powerfully painted a. picture of 
the roles and goals of the black 
community, with emphasis on 
power — _ Spiritual, physical, 
motivational and otherwise — 
of the black woman. 

When John said, “what black 
men and black women do, they 
~got to do together,’ he was 
given a rousing round of ap- 
plause, that many of us, be- 
cause of con games, contests or 
Character assassination, may 
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not understand. 

Additionally, there is nothing 
as real, rock-strong or reward- 
ing as human sharing, and the: 
sharing of man and woman is 
second to none in its satisfac- 
tion of this deep and undimin- 
ishing need — a need that can’t 


be dealt with through §anti- 


female, anti-male slander or 
women’s liberation ideology. 

Judith Harrison followed up 
by addressing the black women 
in attendance. “What our men 
need to know is that we are with 
them and are willing to bea part 
of whatever struggles that are 
going to be waged.” 

This statement in itself deals 
with the fact that black people 


cannot, must not divide our en- > 


ergies and efforts by attempting 
dual approaches to liberation. 
We must avoid all narrow no- 
tions and sectarian sources 
who have pimped our move- 
ment for their own causes. 

As we battle against the 
“negro state of mind,” others 
have yet to overcome the “Ham- 
burger Helper Psychosis.” In a 
word, since the black man and 
woman are equal in oppression, 
they must also have equal (and 
shared) responsibility in ridding 
themselves of it. 

When it was my turn to speak, 
all that was necessary and suffi- 
cient had been said, but inter-

connections had to be made 
and new definitions explained. 
This was done merely by show- 
ing that “we cannot truly eradi- 
cate the objective causes of our 
undeveloped and deficient rela- 
tions with each other until we 
collectively acquire the power 
to put an end to our exploitation 
and oppression as a people.” 
As dinner concluded, the stu- 
dents, wide-eyed with interest, 
gathered around the speakers 
with questions, quips, quotes, 
phrases and formulas. This in 


itself made the entire confer- 
ence worthwhile, for we had es- 
tablished a pattern and persist- 
ence of partnership in struggle 
between high school seniors 
and the college community. 
Later, the students were shown 
to the “Caboose,” where a disco 
dance awaited them. 

In conclusion, the Black High 
School Youth conference was a 
success. While Phillips, Robin- 
son, Stelly, Vinson and Williams 
are the names most associated

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‘Warriors gets inside gangs 


Every so often it happens. A 
group of relatively unknown ar- 
tists gets together and produc- 
es a film that is on par with any- 
thing done by “bigger names.” 
“The Warriors” is that kind of 
film. 

For those who are unin- 
formed about street gangs in 
the Big Apple, the film provides 
some often incredible, but rea- 
sonable accurate portrayals of 
the gang scene. At the same 
time, it avoids any tendency to- 
ward documentary, maintain- 
ing a high level of entertain- 
ment. 

The movie begins witha mon- 
tage that serves as an explana- 
tion of action to follow, and 
while this technique often intro- 
duces films of little substance, it 
is used with great affect in this 
picture. The audience is in- 
formed this gang of street- 
toughened kids, known col- 
lectively as the Warriors, is on 
its way to a big meeting ofall the 
gangs in the city. 

At the meeting place, the 
boys take their places among 
the members of hundred of 
other gangs. Soon a messianic 
figure climbs a platform and 
begins to preach in typical cult- 
leader fashion, telling the gang 
representatives there are over 
three times as many ‘street 
soldiers” in the city as there are 
cops, and how easy it would be 
to unite and take over the entire 
town, borough by borough. 

The messianic, would-be 
leader of this urban revolution is 
assasinated and the gang re- 
sponsible pins the blame on the 
Warriors. 

The leader of the Warriors is 
quickly killed by a group of 
revenge-crazed_ soldiers, but 
before any further retribution, 
the cops show up and every- 


body flees the scene. But the 
world is out, and the Warriors 
are wanted — dead or alive. The 
eight gang members must make 
their way back to their home 
base at Coney Island, and all 
that stands in their way is every 
other gang in New York. 


Often poignant, sometimes 
funny, “The Warriors” com- 
bines the elements of a high ad- 
venture film with some insights 
into the night people of the big- 
gest-of the big cities. It is a pic- 
ture that communicates a point 
without excess gore and sexual 
encounters. But it remains en- 
tertaining and pays a tribute to 
those involved in it, which is 
more than most films accomp- 
lish. 


While many of the highly tout- 
ed holiday releases turned out 
to be Chrsitmas turkeys, several 
of the films making their way 
into local theaters at present 
without much promotional fan- 
fare may turn out to be the 


‘cream of the crop. George C. 


Scott plays more fairly than 
most major stars inthe seasons’ 
funniest picture to date, “Movie 
Movie.” 


“Movie Movie” is precisely 
that: not one, but two films. The 
first is “Dynamite Hands,” a film 
that includes every cliche from 
every fight movie ever pro- 
duced. Manager Scott takes a 
young law student and grooms 
him to be champ, so the fighter 
can win enough money to pay 


for his sister's operation. 


On his way to the main event, 
the fighter, Barry Bostwick, be- 
comes involved with a very 
shady lady, and a gangster, Eli 
Wallach. Wallach tries to get 
Bostwick to take a (heaven for- 
bid) dive. 

Everyone involved plays his 
role to the hilt, and if you've 
never seen “The Champion,” 
“Requiem for a Heavyweight,” 
“Somebody Up There Likes 
Me,” or any of the other fight 
films that grace the pages of 
cinemagraphic history, then the 
first half of “Movie Movie” is 
perhaps the next best thing. 


Scott and Wallach join Bost- 
wick, Red Buttons and “acast of 
thousands” in a parody of 
every musical filmed.to date, in 
the second half of “Movie 
Movie”: “Baxter's Beauties of 
1933.” 


Bostwick, who will be remem- 
bered as the goody-two-shoes 
boyfriend of “Rocky Horror Pic- 
ture Show” once again musical- 
ly evokes laughter. Filled with 
plot twists, “Baxter's Beauties” 
is both tribute and lampoon of 
the musical plays and films of 
yesteryear. 


In itself, “Movie Movie” is ef- 
fective comedy, all the more so 
for anyone who considers him- 
self a “movie freak.” It is the an- 
tithesis of. “pat-Hollywood-on- 
the-back” extravaganzas like 
“That's Entertainment.”

Sad Cafe not for gourmets, though entertaining 


England, and one in America, Misplaced Ideals, 
Sad Cafe played a tight but repetitious concert 
last Tuesday on their first tour of this country. 

The Music Box housed a good, mixed crowd; 
along with the usual sprinkling of burn-outs, high 
school and college kids, there were several well- 
dressed pseudo-sophisticates who would have 
looked more at home at a disco. 

The recorded music that filled the hall before 
the show mirrored this variety. Blues Brothers, 
Gensis, and Little Feat songs mixed with the con- 
versations of an audience that was to decide if 
Sad Cafe was a band to watch in the future. 

The band opened with “On With the Show” 
which was accepted well by the crowd. The band 
proved to be tight and by the second song, the 
audience applauded enthusiastically. 

During this first set, Sad Cafe knocked off the 
stronger composiions from the American album 
and added some new ones. The best of these was 
a composite of a Stones disco rhythm, Styx har- 
monies, and Tommy Bolin-like guitar leads. Not 
for purists, but enjoyable nontheless. 

They closed the first set wih “Restless,” a 
song familiar to FM audiences. The piece went 
well until the bridge, when the band lost some of 
its momentum. On record, this break is under- 
scored by studio effects which are hard to repro- 
duce onstage. Fortunately, the performance was 
brought together again by the strong leads of 
guitarist Ashley Mulford, the best musician of the 
group. 

Mulford’s relationship with the band onstage 
is much different than on record. In Misplaced 
Ideals, his presence is more subdued and he be- 
comes a member of an ensemble rather than a 
dominating focus. In concert, he stands out. 

After a short forty-five minutes, the band fin- 
ished the first set.

Intermission lasted seventy minutes; “Too 
long,” said one annoyed customer. The crowd 
grew impatient, and some left before the next set 
began. A beer-drinker nearby konked out, resting 
his head on a table. 

In-the second set, eight songs out of the 14 
were first set repeats. Several audience members 
left, bored by this repetition. After the show, 
rhythm guitarist lan Wilson said Sad Cafe’s man- 
ager informed them half-way through the first set, 
they would be broadcast by KQ 98 after the inter- 
mission, not before. 

Whatever the reason for this mess-up, the 
audience was left with essentially a repeat show. 

Some didn’t mind, however. A few couples 
were dancing by the stage; one guy was dancing 
with achair. Twenty or so people were grouped in

With an encore of three songs, including 
“Restless” (which worked better this. time), Sad 
Cafe finished. The crowd response was good, 
although apparently some didn't find the show 
galvanic. A few couples groped in isolated 
corners. 


It seemed Sad Cafe didn’t live up to its re- 
sponsibility to the audience who paid to see 
them. The band shouldn't have repeated those 
eight songs, whatever the reason. They've re- 
corded 21 compositions, to repeat any of them 
reveals a lack of enough rehearsed material, or 
worse, a too-anxious desire to please the radio 
audience for extra publicity. 


Hopefully, the band will not repeat such mis- 
takes when they return in September. 


In a brief talk with Wilson, he noted Omaha 
was the 18th stop on a 60-city tour of the United 
States. 


Among the artists he admires, Wilson con- 
siders Steely Dan a “fantastic” group, and Bruce 
Springsteen a brillant performer who is “a little 
self-indulgent lyrically,” but has “a really great 
presence to pull off the music.” 


He agreed The Cars are a Roxy Music rip-off 
“and a Beatles rip-off too, have you noticed?” 

What about the “new wave” bands such as 
The Clash and. The Sex Pistols? 


“This political music is bullshit. You’re not 
going to change anything through music,” Wil- 
son said. He said his primary influence as a gui- 
tarist was Steve Miller. 


Wilson said he was happy with the selections 
on the American Misplaced Ideals (a compila- 
tion of the two English records), and added the 
sound was better than the British records. The 
vinyl quality on most of those, he noted, is terri- 
ble, unless they’re made for export. 


A few words about the new album. It was 
produced by John Punter, who has been asso- 
ciated with Roxy Music leader Bryan Ferry’s solo 
projects. He lends Misplaced Ideals the kind of 
heavy sound that marks Ferry’s work. 

What is missing, though, is a real musical 
vision. The compositions are serviceable, but are 
never more than pedestrian. | 

Sad Cafe is still anew band, however, and still 
has potential for growth. They are competent mu- 
sicians, and have an exciting lead guitarist. When 
Ashley Mulford is given space, he really soars. 

Lead vocalist Paul Young hasn't really found 
an interesting style yet, but is a tasteful singer. 
More recording and touring with the’band will 
probably solve this problem. 

A & M Records would do well to change their 
packaging concept. Using a model on the cover 
seems to to push the band asa Roxy Music clone, 
which obviously does not fare well for a group 


trying to forge an original sound.

The UNO basketball team’s 86-79 victory 
over South Dakota Saturday night meant a lot of 
different things to different people. 

To the Maverick’s two senior players Steve 

Criss and Glenn Moberg, who were honored for 
their contributions to the UNO program in a pre- 
game ceremony, it was a satisfying end to their 
outstanding careers. 
» To .the record.crowd of 5,200, who jammed 
into the confines of the UNO Fieldhouse to wit- 
ness the battle for the North Central Conference 
championship, it was a good cause for celebra- 
tion. 

But the win, giving the Mavericks a 19-8 
record and clinching a spot in Friday night's 
NCAA Division II playoffs against Northern lowa, 
couldn't have meant more to anybody else than 
Maverick Coach Bob Hanson. | 

Hanson, in his tenth season at the Maverick 
helm, called the win the greatest victory of his 


Career. 


“I’m really happy with the win because of 
what happened last year when our guys had such 
a tough season,” said Hanson, who went on to 
call the 1978-79 edition of the Maverick basket- 
ball team the greatest he’s ever coached. 

And it was the very thing that has made the 
Mavs great all season long that enabled UNO 
to defeat South Dakota for the second time this 
season, and to close out NCC play with a 9-3 
record. That reason being UNO’s depth. 

“Our depth was the. difference tonight,” 
Hanson said, after the game. ‘They (South Dako- 
ta) were getting tired at the end of the game, while 
we were more effective at the end, because we 
were able to play more people.” 

A prime example of UNO’s superior depth 
came mid-way through the second half when 
South Dakota rallied back from a 56-45 deficit to

grab a 60-58 lead on a 17-foot jumper by Ken 
Willis. 

But Hanson wasn’t worried with the sudden 
turn of events. While the Coyotes were exerting 
themselves staging their comeback, Hanson 
was resting his starters for a stretch run. 

Hanson’s philosophy turned to gold as the 
Mavericks outscored the fatigued Coyotes 28-19 
the final ten minutes of the contest. 

The late surge by the Mavericks was led by 
the reliable scoring combination of guard Derrick 
Jackson and forward Rick Wilks. The Deuce, as 
the pair are sometimes called, along with the rest 
of the Maverick’s combined to shoot a sizzling 
95 percent, which helped set an NCC season 
record for field goal accuracy of 53 percent. 

Jackson, who was shut out the first half, 
came on with a vegeance in the second half to 
score 16 points, 12 of these coming in the Mav- 
ericks final stretch run. 

“l was unhappy with the way | was playing 
in the first half,” explained Jackson. “Sol decided 
| was going to come out in the second half and 
shoot my jump shot and keep up the pressure 
on defense.” 

In addition to his second half shooting 
performance and his aggressive defensive play, 
Jackson also had a perfect night at the free throw 
line going two for two. 

Those two gift shots, giving the Mavericks 
their final two points of the game, allowed Jack- 
son to set a new NCC record for field goal 
accuracy for the season. Jackson ended con- 
ference play by going 34 of 35 at the free throw 
lines for a 97 percent average. 

He now has a shot at winning the national 
free throw title with his average of 93:percent 
(69 of 74) for the entire season. It won't be 
known until later in the week, when the official 
NCAA statistics are released, if he has won the 
title, but according to last week’s statistics,

he seems certain to have the top average. 

While Jackson's second half performance 
played a big part in the Mavs’ win, it was the con- 
sistent shooting of Wilks, who hit on 12-16 shots 
for 24 points, that was alsO paramount to the 
Maverick’s success. 

Wilks was next to impossible to stop in the 
first half, hitting seven of eight shots from the 
field to help turn a 26-18 deficit with 7:50 remain- 
ing into a 48-41 halftime lead for UNO. 

In addition to his offensive contributions, 
Wilks was also a nemesis to the Coyotes on de- 
fense with his three blocked shots and three 
steals. 

Although Jackson and Wilks put on a great 
show, the twosome were upstaged by the Coy- 
otes Charles Thomas, who was almost aone man 
show scoring 32 points. 

Thomas was unstopable the second half as 
he connected on 9-11 shots from the field. Most 
of those coming from the 15-20 foot range. 

It was Thomas along with Willis, who led the 
Coyotes second half surge that put South Dakota 
temporarily in the lead. 

“We couldn’t stop him,” said Mavericks 
center John Eriksen, who along with teammate 
Criss had the responsibility of covering the 6-7 
Coyote center. “He got a couple of good plays 
that built up his confidence then he went on a 
streak,” Eriksen continued. 

Although Thomas managed to score a bun- 
die of points, the Coyotes other big guns Chris 
Deans and Jeff Nannen, who had scored 40 
points in his previous outing against Morning- 
side College, were held in check by the ever 
improving UNO defense. Deans and Nannen only 
managed 12 & 13 points respectively against the 
Mavs. 

“Our defense has helped us all year long,” 
said Criss the Mavs 6-10 center, who scored 10 
points and had seven rebounds for UNO. “We 
really hustled on defense tonight and kept put- 
ting the pressure on them.” 

And that pressure paid off as UNO came up 
with nine blocked shots and five steals, while 
forcing 11 Coyote turnovers. 

Led by Criss, the taller UNO lineup con-

trolled the boards, forcing a 30-22 rebounding 
advantage over the Coyotes. According to Criss, 
the Mav’s control of the boards made a big differ- 
ence in the contest because South Dakota was 
only being allowed one shot at the basket each 
time down the floor. 

The Mavs, who had failed in their last 
three conference games to clinch the champion- 
ship, knew the game was won when Wilks electri- 
fied the largest crowd in UNO hifStory with a slam 


dunk. The dunk gave UNO an insermountable 80- — 


73 lead with just over two minutes remaining. 
That quickly brought on the chants of “We're 
No. 1” by the UNO faithful. 

The large crowd pleased both the players 
and Coach Hanson who called the turnout 
“Super.” “I’ve been waiting ten years for this.” 

Wilks credit the crowd with being a big factor 
in the game. “The big turnout was very satify- 
ing,” said Wilks. “They played a big factor in the 
game, because they helped us keep our confi- 
dence, and helped to take a little of the pressure 
off.”

UNO heavyweight Joe Williams 
declared Sunday.

Baldwin’s story might be 
called “sweet vindication.” The 
Grand Island senior conquered 
a chronic back ailment and, 
after missing parts of the last 
two seasons with the same af- 
fliction, overwhelmed three op- 
ponents en route to the final, 
where he lost to top-seeded 
Bob McGuinn of Eastern Illi- 
nois 30-9. 

“| only wish | could’ve met 
him in adual,” Baldwin said “be- 
cause | still think I’m a better 
wrestler than he is. 

“Yet, it isn’t always the best 
man that wins, and he was bet- 
ter than me tonight,” Baldwin 
conceded, adding that “with my 
back, | just don’t have the stami- 
na you need to survive a tourna- 
ment like this, where you're 
wrestling three, maybe even 
four times in two days.” 

Baldwin’s efforts helped him 
finish the campaign with a 17-4- 
1 record.
